Jnst after one o'clock this afternoon 
the city was shocked as by A terrific 
earthquake. 
Frightened people rushed 
from stores, shops and houses to learn 
the cause, and but too soon the shrill 
tap of the fire-bell betokened danger. « It 
was but a moment till the news of the 
destruction of St. Marj's Catholic ohuroh 
spread and people flocked to the scene of 
the disaster. 


The splendid edifice presented a sorry 


sight of wreck and ruin. 
The stained 


grass windows 
were 
shattered 
and 


fired 
fifty 
feet 
from 
their holdings. 


The heavy front doors were forced out 


like chaff. 
The south wall was entirely 


severed from tbe main building and it 


hangs menacingly 
over ' tbe 
sister's 


• school, which is . also wrecked. 
T h e 


back wall is cracked into 
pieces and 


the top of it was shot out of place en- 


tirely and was pitched over the residence 


of Rev. Father Oechtering in the rear. 


The north wall leans in and the top- 


pling of the south wall will heap the 


structure in disorder. 


The interior present» a sceue of ruin. 
The boiler stood in the rear of the cellar 
directly under the main 
altar. 
T h e 
mountain 
like 
structure, 
with 
its 
saintly 
statuary, 
gold 
mountings, 
rich holdings 
and 
sacred 
treasures 
was shattered into bits and enveloped 
• 
itself in flames before the firemen dare 
venture into the ruins. 
The vestry 
rooms, just back of the small side altars, 
held the priestly vestments and holy 
vessels. 
These, together with blessed 
images and rare decorations, were utterly 
ruined and piled in something like sub- 
lime confus on. 
Clinging to one small 
altar was an image of the Virgin Maiy 
holding the dead Christ. 
St. Joseph's 
statue lay in a heap of ruins and the carv- 
ed face of the risen Savior, seen through 
the debris, seemed to appeal to the ele- 
ments for mercy. 
T h e pulpit and the 
grand organ hold their places, but are 
split u p and spoiled. 
T h e decorated 
side and ceiling plaster fell in dust and 
the whole interior presents a s oene of 
irreparable loss. 


At the moment of the explosion, men 
women and children were hurrying by. 
Little Alberta Willard was passing in 
front 
of the church. 
T h e heavy 
door struck her with ^ the force of a 
cannon ball and crushed the life almost 
initantly out of the lithe school 
girl. 
She was taken to her home on Madison 
street and died as the doctors diagnosed 
fractures of her cranium and fatal inter- 
nal injuries. 
Blood rushed from her 
ears, nose and mouth, presenting a sad 
picture. 
She was the thirteen-year-old 
daughter of B. L. P. Willard and a sis- 
ter of Joa C. Willard, of the postofiice. 


The firemen 4i>^ected water on the 
ruins until 2:30, and scarcely had they 
ceased when Chief Hilbrecht and his 
men forced entrance into the engine 
rocmi in the cellar. There was a fright- 
ful spectacle. Anton Evans, the fireman 
of the church, lay in a po(4 of blood. 
His skull was crushed in and the bndu 
substance ran out on the briok floor, no 
more to respond to. the command of its 
master. His mouth was intact and his 
chest suffered little from the ooncussion. 
but his arms and lower limbs were frac- 
tured and blood ixom the gaping wounds 
spotted and wnlelf the old sexton's 
clothes.

H e built a fire to 
heat the church for morning mass and 
to prevent the steam pipes from freez- 
ing. 
There are two theories for the 
explosion . 
One is he had no water in 
the boiler or else h e let water into it 
when t h e boiler was hot. T h e steam 
apparatus was p u t into the church by 
Shaw, Kendall & Co., of Toledo, last 
Optober and was b a t preliminary to 
further improvements next summer. 


Rev. Father Oechtering, pastor of the 
church, is absent from the city and the 
painful news was t e l ^ r a p h e d to him at 
Milwaukee. His sister. Miss Oechtering, 
was in the house, near the church, and 
the explosion prostrated her. 


J u s t before the explosion Rev. Father 
Homer, assistant priest at St. Maxy's« 
was summoned on a sick call. H e started 
towards the church to possess 
himself 
of the «acred host it is customary to 
carry to the sick. 
H e bethought him- 
self, however, and concluded to see the 
sufferer and first ascertain his condition. 
Scarcely had he left the church a mo- 
ment when the dreadful explosion oc- 
curred. 
Had he entered the sacred ed- 
ifice, as he first intended, he would now 
be numbered with the dead, as his mis 
sion would have led him to the main 
altar, above the boiler. ' 


The sisters have abau'^oned their resi 


dence and school near the church and 


are kindly sheltered at St. Augustine's 


academy. 


Rt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger, who pre- 


sides over and is always deeply inter- 


ested in the affairs of his diocese, is 


temporarily absent from home at Mon- 


roe, Mich., and his private secretary tel- 


egraphed him of the great catastrophe. 


The dietinguished prelate is expected 


home to-night. 


The church was built in 1858 at a c est 


of $30,000, but $30,000 in improvements 


have been added to it since. 
I t is in- 


sured for $24, OOO in the agencies repre- 


sented by Henry Monnrng and Conrad 


Neireiter. 
T h e congregation is wealthy 


and it is safe to predict the church will 


be very speedily rebuilt in grander de- 


sign than before.

Make a Settlement With 
the State.

I N D I A N A P O L I S , Jan. 13.—The treasurer 
of Huntington county has failed to make 
the semi-annual 
settlement with the 
•täte required on the 1st of January, and 
inquiry in regard to t h e matter discloses 
the fact that the money due from the 
county is not in the hands of t h e treas- 
urer. 
I n explanation, the state auditor 
says that the Huntington county treas 
urer reported to him that the money had 
been paid out by mistake, and that he 
had expected to raise funds by negoti- 
ating 
bonds 
which had been 
issued 
upon 
the authority 
of 
the 
coun 
ty 
commissioners, 
bus 
it 
was 
found at the last moment th%t they 
had not been 
advertised for sale 
accordance with the law, and time would 
be required to comply with this provis 
ion of the statute. 
I t is stated, further 
that the funds in the county 
treasnry 
were exhausted by the payment to tbe 
Chicago and Atlantic railroad company 
of $9,000 appropriated by a township in 
aid of the enterprise, when the money 
had really not been collected. 
This was 
irregular, the auditor states, because the 
treasurer had no authority for using the 
money belonging to any fund for any 
but its specific purposes. 
T h e county 
commissioners have no authority to d i 
vert the money in any fund; and in 
the payment of a railroad 
appropria 
tion, as in this instance, they should 
first have made an investigation to see 
that all the conditions had been fully 
complied with. 
If the money appropri- 
ated had not been received by the treas- 
urer, he should not have used 
other 
funds to pay the claim. 
The use of the 
funds belonging to the state and the fail- 
ure to make that settlement at the time 
fixed 
are violations of the law. T h e 
counties of Marion, Warren and Perry 
haven't settled yet.

During the year 
it handled 
97;'),000 bushels of grain, 
and the flour product amounted to 42 J,- 
8vi6 barrels. 
The building improve- 
ments for the same period represent a 
value of $750,000. 
Meanwhile the city 
is growing in population, the number 
of inhabitants having increased from 
lo.t ioo in I.'-80 to 16,000 in 1885. A ver- 
itable "boom" seems to have located 
about Winona.
